“IT am glad to receive you as 
the representatives of Pennsyl- 
vania unemployed. I have an 
intense sympatky for your dif- 
ficulties. 

“TI have considered that the 
vital function of the President 
and of the Federal Government 
was.to exert every effort and 
every power of the Government 
to the restoration of stability 
and employment in our country 
which has been so greatly dis- 
turbed, largely from abroad. 

“The Federal Government is 
spending now half a billion a 
year above normal to give em- 
ployment. World-wide depres- 
sions and their result in unem- 
ployment are likc great wars. 

“They must be fought con- 
tinuously, not upon one front 
but upon many fronts. It can- 
not be won by any single skir- 
mish or any panacea. In the 
present and what 1 believe is 
the final campaign against the 
depression, I have laid a pro- 
gram before Congress and I 
trust we will secure its early 

| adoption. The real victory is to 
restore men to em ployment 
through their regular jobs. That 
is our object. We are giving 
this question our undivided at-

Disclosure Follows His Collapse

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—One of 
the musicians who participated in 
the unemployment march today 
had $1050 in his pocket. This was 
learned when John  Cylkouski, 
Pittsburg. Pa., collapsed during the 
march on the Capitol and was tak- 
en to a hospital. 

The 50-year-old man explained 
he had been laid off last July and 
added: “I had some money. I had 
waved it and had it in a bank. And 
when I found myself out of a job 
—and I’ve got a wife to take care 
of, too—I drew my money out and 
I've had it in my pockets ever 
since.” 

He said he did not come here as 
a member . of the unemployed 
group but was “working” as a 
trombone player in the band. His 
condition was not considered seri- 
ous.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The 
Rev. James R. Cox, Roman Catho- 
lic priest of Pittsburg, Pa., led his 
army of more than 10,000 unem- 
ployed men in an orderly demon- 
stration at the doors of the Nation- 
al Capitol today. 

While the crowd cheered and 
vowed its allegiance to the Ameri- 
can fiag, Father Cox presented a 
petition for relief to Senator Davis 
and Representative Kelly of Penn- 
sylvania. Then he went to the 
White House and gave another 
copy of the appeal to the President. 
Mr. Hoover received him in the ex- 
ecutive office and accepted the pe- 
tition. 

Father Cox- said the President 
had told him everything that the 
Government could do was being 
done and that there was no chance 
of doing things suddenly outside 
of the regular channels. 

“I told the President,” Father 
Cox said, “that unless immediate 
relief is given, God help the coun- 
try.” 

Extra police stood around the 
Capitol, but did little more than di- 
rect traffic. 


“Uncle Sam” in March. 


The march to the Capitol from a 
meeting place in a nearby street 
began shortly after the appearance 
of Father Cox, accompanied by a 
lieutenant dressed as Uncle Sam. 

A band led the way, playing a 
lively march. A group of former 
service men in uniform followed 
and on their heels the crowd, 
which had grown to such propor- 
tions that the chimneys of three 
army kitchens, busy preparing 
food for the delegation, were like 
periscopes over the sea of faces. 


The start of the magch was or- 
derly and, save for a few scattered 
shouts, quiet. 


Several American flags, some of 
which showed dirt and wear of a 
long journey, were carried by the 
marchers. 

The line wound its way up the 
slope toward the. house side of cam 
capitol 


Crossing the plaza, Father Cox 
mounted the main steps of the 
Capitol and waved to his followers. 
They bared their heads and sent 
up a mighty cheer. Father Cox's 
mother, Mrs. Julia Cox, Pittsburg, 
stepped out of the crowd and 
kissed the priest. She was accom- 
panied by another son. Dr. Earl 
J. Cox, Pittsburg. 

Representative Kelly greeted the 
priest on the steps. A cordon of 
metropolitan police stood at atten- 
tion in front of the entrance. Sen- 
ator Davis joined Kelly, and Cox 
formally presented his petitions in 
behalf of the men. 


Four-Point Petition. 


The four-point petition asks for 
a $5,000,000,000 public works pro- 
gram to give jobs; direct Federal 
appropriations for unemployed re- 
lief; loans to re-establish the 
farmer, and raising of the money 
by increasing the surtaxes on large 
incomes, inheritance taxes up to 70 
per cent and by a large gift tax. 


Father Cox spoke briefly, rais- 
ing his voice as he said that he 
had led the delegation here “to de- 
mand the right to work.” 


Stragglers from the long lines 
were still flowing into the plaza 
and the few who caught his words 
raised a cheer which was taken up 
by those behind them. 

Senator Davis welcomed the de]l- 
egation, adding, ‘“‘one fine thing 
about the demonstration is that it 
has come in an orderly way, bear- 
ing the American flag.” The Sen- 
ator said he knew many of the 
marchers and that they were ‘‘God- 
fearing men.” 

Kelly welcomed the. delegation 
on behalf of the House. 

“T gladly accept the petition,” he 
said, “and will present it to the 
House of Representatives. These 
men come here in connection with 
one of the greatest problems con- 
fronting America—unemployment. 
It is a problem to which we must 
devote all our energies.” 

Band Plays Martial Airs. 
The crowd roaredg@ good-nat- 
ured approval as one of the flag 
bearers burst through the police 
cordon and planted the Stars and 
Stripes beside Father Cox. The 
band played martial airs at inter- 
vals. Cheeb leaders ied the throng 
in cheering and singing and the 
sound reverberated through the 
Capitol corridors as Congress met 
at noon. 

As the ceremony neared its end 
Father Cox said: 

“I want everyone to take the 
pledge to the flag for which we 
will live and die.” 

He then led the throng in the 
pledge. 

Father Cox took his place at the 
head of the column and the men 
returned to their conveyances in 
the same orderly fashion they had 
come.

ADMITS HE KILLED 
MRS. SAUER IN 
MAPLEWOOD HOME 


Charles Campbell Confesses 
Beating Employer’s Wife, 
to Whom He Had Taken 
His Troubles. 


CLUBBED HER WHEN 
_ SHE REFUSED MONEY 


Prisoner Says He Sought to 
Obtain Funds to Take His 
Wife to California—Mys. 
tery Solved in Three Days 


Charles H. Campbell, 29 years 
old, confessed to the Maplewood po- 
lice today that he was the mur- 
derer of Mrs, Etta Sauer, wife of 
his employer, Louis E. Sauer, in 
whose downtown machine shop he 
had worked for 18 months as a 
machinist’s helper. He beat Mrs. 
Sauer to death with an iron pipe, in 
her home at 3104 Walter avenue, 
Monday morning, after she had re- 
fused his request for money, with 
which he wished to take his wife to 


California. 

In a signed confession, solving 
the mystery after less than three 
days’ investigation by the Maple- 
wood and St. Louis police, Camp- 
bell admitted that he took the piece 
of iron pipe to the Sauer home, “to 
get money to take my wife away 
from St. Louis.” He added that he 
hoped Mrs. Sauer, whom he had 
never met before, would give him 
“advice and help,” as he knew that 
she was an active church member. 
liow Slayer Was Kun Down. 
While Campbell did not admit 
that he took any money from the 
Sauer home, Sauer thinks that his 
wife had about $25 in her purse, 
which was empty when her body 
was found by her children, return- 
ing from school Monday afternoon. 
Campbell's pogsession of enough 
money to pay his board, and his 
purchase of a new hat, were among 
the circumstances which directed 
suspicion toward him at his room- 
ing place, 3952 Delmar boulevard, 
and which, in connection with 
Sauer’s statements about him, led 
to Campbell's arrest at the rooming 
house last night. 

Campbell’s remarks and actions 
at the rooming house were made 
known to Sauer yesterday afternoon 
by Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Holmes, 
proprietors of the rooming and 
boarding houses at 3952 and 3936 
Delmar. After a telephone mes- 
sage from the Holmeses, Sauer and 
a Post-Dispatch reporter went to 
see them, and obtained the infor- 
mation on which the police soon 
afterward acted, 

Sauer Had Befriended Slayer. 
By his own account and by 
Campbell’s admissions, Sauer had 
notably befriended the man who 
now admits the ruthless and un- 
provoked murder of Mrs. Sauer. He 
had lent Campbell sums amounting |} 
to $100 at different times, but these 
had been repaid. He had made 
another loan of $30, Dec. 29, when 
Campbell had told him that he 
needed the money to send his wife 
to the Mayo Sanitarium in Roches- 
ter, Minn., for an operation. This 
story was false, and Campbell used 
the money for other purposes. 
Sauer said he agreed to let 
Campbell repay the $30 from. his 
wages later, and that he considered 
his absence from the shop, for sev- 
eral days before the murder, a 
temporary layoff. 

Sauer learned, on the day of the 
murder, by telephone inquiry at 
Campbell's former boarding place 
on Flad avenue, that Campbell 
and his wife had quarreled, and 
that he had removed to the room- 
ing house on Delmar, while the

“I’m Going to Do a Hateful Job.” 
At his new rooming place, as Mr. 
and Mrs. Holmes, related, Campbell 
said, when he left Monday morn- 
ing, the day of the murder, “I’m 
going to do a hateful job today— 
going to teach another man what 
I know.” This was taken to mean 
that he was going to break in an- 
other man on his job. When he 
returned that evening, after the 
murder, he was wearing a new 
brown hat, instead of the old cap 
which he had worn in the morn- 
ing, and he paid his rent with a

eral other bills. His wifé, who had 
not been at the Delmar house be- 
fore, joined him Monday, and they 
stayed at the house Monday night, 
but the wife left Tuesday morning, 
saying she would not return.

This was the 
scrambled picture presented today 
to the Senate Committee Investigat- 
ing foreign loans. 

The money was obtained through 


the sale of bonds to American in- 
vestors, many of whom are pre- 
sumed to have assumed that the 
securities were sound because the 
State Department did not disap- 
prove. 

It had already been disclosed 
that the State Department had not 
objected to foreign loans despite 
warnings from the Commerce De- 
partment. Why it did not object to 
loans in face of its own warning 
was not explained. 

Agents from American banking 
houses swarmed over Latin Ameri- 
ea and fought each other for the 
privilege of handling bond issues, 
after Commerce Department offi- 
clas] had given warning that those 
countries already had borrowed too 
much, Virtually all the bonds were 
sold to American investors, and 
more than $815,000,000 of them are 
now .in default. 

* The Rush to Colombia. 

Continuing their testimony be- 
fore the Senate Committee inves- 
tigating foreign loans, Grosvenor 
M. Jones and James C. Corliss of 
the finance and investment divi- 
sion of the Commerce Department 
narrated today how representatives 
of 29 American investment nouseés 
rushed to Colombia in 1930 and 
competed for the right to make a 
$20,000,000 loan, more than a ,ear 
after the department had issued a 
printed bulletin describing Colom- 
bia as a very poor risk.

by foreclosure to leave the farm on 
which he had supported his family 
for the last two years, with no- 


where to go, Oliver Davenport, 39 
years old, killed five of his children 
with a hammer as they slept at 4 
o’clock this morning and fractured 
the skull of his wife and another 
child, who are in grave condition 
at a Cape Girardeau hospital. 

The father later shot and killed 
himaelf. 

An lli-year-old son who  wit- 
nessed the killing of the others, 
slipped away in his night clothes, 
barefooted, and ran half a mile t9 
the home cf a neighbor. 

The mortgage on Davenport's 
farm was foreclosed two weeks ago. 
He was compelled to move his 
family away today. He had looked 
for a place to take them, and, hav- 
ing no money, could find none. 

When the family went to bed he 
sat up brooding. At 4 o’clock Wor- 
cester, the ll-year-old son, was 
awakened by a commotion. He 
sat up in bed and saw his father 
beating his mother on the head 
with a hammer. He struck her, 
the boy says, about nine times, 

Davenport then, the boy. says, 
reached over the body of his wife 
and crushed thé head of the’ 8- 
month-old infant lying at her side. 

Davenport then attacked in turn 
Virgie and Verda, 10-year-old 
twins; Clara Fay, 8; Raymond, 6, 
and Lee, 3. Worcester, who shared 
his bed with Raymond, slipped out 
of bed as his father approached 
their bed and ran out through the 
back door and to the home of Fred 
Stone, half a mile away. 

Stone called another neighbor, 
Napoleon Sitze, and they went to 
the Davenport home. They found 
Davenport lying dead on the floor. 
He had shot himself in the head 
with a shotgun. 

Mrs. Davenport and Virgie were 


breathing. The other five chil- 
dren were dead. 
The Dcvenport home is four and 


one-half miles south of Patton on 
Missouri Highway No. 61.

With Mrs. Stew- 
art’s father, William F. Woerner, 
attorney and Démocratic candidate 
for Mayor of St. Louis in 1909, asa 
passenger, Shelton flew over Bow- 
ers Mountain, about 40 miles west 
of Harrisburg, and saw the wreck- 
age. He recognized Mrs. Stewart's 
red flying jacket in the wreckage. 

Other flyers to sight the wrecke- 
age were J. Paul Lukens of PPil- 
adelphia, and William Moore of 
Harrisburg. Moore reported that 
he dipped within 50 feet of the 
ground and could see that the en- 
gine of the plane was buried in 
the soft earth. 

“Il was flying along the top of 
the ridge,” Moore said, “when I 
saw tree tops mowed off liké grass. 
“Mrs. Stewart must have teen 
just as high as the mountain.

Pennsylvanian Demands Its 
Elimination — Walcott 
Urges Prompt Passage of 
Bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Senator 


David A. Reed (Rep.), of Pennsyl- 
vania, exposed today in the Wal- 


cott Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration bill a “joker” which would 
exempt the $1,500,000,000 “recon- 
struction bonds” from all estate 
and inheritance taxes. 

Senator Walcott (Rep.), of Con- 
necticut, sponsor of the bill, said 
the exemption was deliberatcly 
made by the sub-committee which 
wrote the bill. He was chairman 
of the sub-committee. Senator 
Couzens (Rep.) of Michigan was 
amazed at Reed’s disclosure and 
said that such an exemption had 
not been known by the entire 
eommittee when it approved the 
bill. 

Reed announced that he would 
not vote for the bill unless the 
corporation bonds were subject to 
estate and inheritance taxes. 


“A rich man,” he said, “who 
knows he is about to die, could 
invest his entire estate in these 


‘debentures’ and escape all taxa- 
tion.” 

Reed pointed out that all Goy- 
ernment issues since the first Lib- 
erty loan bonds had provided that, 
while the bonds were excmpt from 
tncome taxes, they were not ex- 
empt from estate and inheritance 
taxes, 

Walcott’s only reply was that 
the form authorizing the first Lib- 
erties had been ‘followed in the 
taxation portion of the pending 
bill. He said he would considéfr an 
amendment to eliminate the abso- 
lute tax exeniption. 


Blaine Delayed Action. 

Walcott brought the bill up for 
consideration at the first oppor- 
tunity today. Senator Blaine, Pro- 
gressive Republican of Wisconsin, 
blocked consideration of the m2as- 
ure yesterday when he objected to 
& unanimous consent request for.its 
consideration. He further delayed 
action today when he _ requested 
that the entire bill be read by the 
clerk. 

Walcott read a prépared speéch, 
in which she explained the major 
provisiong# of the bill. He asserted 
that deflation as well as inflation 
could reach a danger point and 
added that “the depression hes 
gone so far that we must take bold 
steps in the other direction.” In 
conclusion he said that time was an 
important factor in the enactment 
of the bill. 

“Every day lost,” he said, “means 
that more banks will be in distress 
and more people will be deprived 
of their incomes.” 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
Democratic floor leader, called at- 
tention to the fact that the revised 
bill eliminated that part of the 
original bill which would have pers 
mitted the proposed corporation to 
lend money to Joint Stock Land 
Banks to care for delinquent in- 
staliments on farm mortgages. He 
stated that at the White House con- 
ference when the bill-was discussed 
the President and the Governor of 
the Federal Reserve Bank had in- 
dicated that Joint Stock Land Banks 
would be relieved by the corpora- 
tion legislation. 

Wants Joint Stock Banks Included. 

The Arkansas Senator insisted 
that either the pending bill or the 
forthcoming bill or Federal Land 
Bank relief bill should provide for 
the Joint Stock Land Banks. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
who has helped Walcott sponsor 
the pending bill, told, Robinson that 
the Joint Stock Land Banks were 
privato, profit-making institutions 
and that he opposed their inclusion 
in the pending bill. Robinson im- 
mediately pointed out that savings 
banks, insurance companies and 
railroads, which will benefit by the 
corporation bill, were also private 
profit-making institutions, yet they 
would get direct relief through the 
corporation bill. 

Glass suggested that provision 
for the Joint Stock Banks might: 
be included in the forthcoming Fed- 
eral Land Bank bill, but announced 
that he would oppose any legisla- 
tion which would adversely effect 
the market of Federal Farm Bank 
sécurities.

Assert Amount Was With- 
drawn From New Jersey 
Firms Then Operated by 
Marquette-Easton Co. 


Receivers for the Independent 
Bonding & Casualty Co. and the 
National Guarantee Fire Insurance 
Co.. two New Jersey companies 
controlled by the bankrupt Mar- 
quette-Easton Finance Co. of St.

Bread Is a Luxury}. 

A cow has become a neighbor- 
hood asset, its milk feeding chil- 
dren of several families. Beans and 
bread are often shared, although 
bread has become a luxury. 

A typical family, that of Arthur 
Pender, who said he had had no 
cash for 18 months, was found to 
have enough food left for only two 
meals. Local churches have 
strained their resources offering 
occasional temporarly relief.

Nearby lives Mrs. Floyd McLean, 
who was blown away with her baby 
in her arms but set down unhurt 
in the tornado of seven years ago. 

“I always managed to eat be- 
fore,’””’ Mrs. McLean said, “but now 
it looks like there’s not much we 
can do. My husband earned $4 a 
day in 1927.

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Fellow Garage Mechanic

Lewis Spinney, an automobile 
mechanic, who said he used to read 
love letters Miss Morgan wrote to 
Casteel from California, testified he 
overheard a quarrel in which the 
defendant told Casteel she would 
kil thim if he didn’t “stop running 
around with a certain party.” That, 
he Said, was about six months be- 
fore the shooting. 

Through the testimony of Nelson 
Roome,,only witness known to have 
been near the car in which Casteel 
was shot, the State attacked the de- 
fense contention that Miss Morgan 
fired in self-defense after wresting 
a pistol from Casteel. He said he 
heard shots, then a woman's 
screams. Then, he said, a woman 
alighted from the car, pulled out 
the body of a man and left it in the 
road when she drove away. The 
defense has contended the screams 
came during the struggle for the 
pistol and brought an admission 
from Roome that he previously 
had said the screams preceded the 
shots. 

Mrs. John Casteel, mother of the 
slain man, testified that Miss Mor- 
gan once told her her mother, a 
wealthy widow, “is doing every- 
thing in her power to put Les in 
jail or get rid of him.”

FOR E. ST. LOUIS EMPLOYES 


Mayor Doyle’s Plan Not to Apply 
for City Workers Earning Less 
Than $20. 

A proposed 10 per cent cut in 
wages of all East St. Louis city em- 
ployes who earn in excess of $20 
a week was presented to the four 
City Commissioners in a letter is- 
sued by Mayor Frank Doyle today.

Mather, industrialist and capi- 
talist, died at his home here several 
months ago, after bequeathing $3,- 
000,000 to institutions and chari- 
ties. The rest of the estate was left 
to descendants. 

Recently, the executors an- 
nounced the value of the property 
had been subjected to great shrink- 
uge since the stock market decline 
in 1929. They also expressed the 
opinion that the will was invalid 
because it was made less than a 
year before Mather’s death. 

The executors, however, filed the 
will for probate yesterday, togeth- 
er with their sworn estimate of 
the estate’s value. As a further 
check of their evaluation, they 
asked the court to appoint three 
men to make an additional ap- 
praisal. 

Personal property in the estate 
consists of stocks, bonds, money, 
notes, an interest in the firm of 
Pickands, Mather & Co., and mis- 
cellaneous assets, and is worth 
$8,000,000, the executors said. The 
rest of the estate consists of real 
estate.

U. S. Court of Appeals De- 
nies W. F. Kingston’s 
Claim to Carter Co. ‘‘Re- 
organization.” 


A suit of William F. Kingston 
for a third of the common stock of 
the Carter Carbureter Corporation 
for services in reorganization of 
the concern was denied today by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in a firmly worded deci- 
sion upholding Federal Jud-e 
Faris. 

The decision, written by Judge 
Gardner and concurred in by 
Judges Booth and Van Valken- 
burgh, held that two agreements on 
which the suit was based had not 
been proved, and even if estab- 
lished, could not have been consid- 
ered in a court of equity. The court 
held that the alleged agreements 
contemplated a fraud upon ,cred- 
itors in bankruptcy of the Carter 
Carbureter Co. and upon the Amer- 
Ican Car & Foundry Co. 

Reviewing testimony in District 
Court, largely by Kingston, the 
Court recited that before the Carter 
Carburetor Co. went into bank- 
ruptcy in 1921 the stock Was held 
by its vice president, Hugh H. C. 
Weed, and W. H. Woodin, presi- 
dent and chairman of the executive 
committee of the American Car and 
Foundry Co. About the time of the 
bankruptcy, 250 shares were issued 
to five others, known as the syndi- 
cate, to indemnify them against lia- 
bility in indorsing notes totaling 
about $80,000. 

Tells of 3-Way Agreement. 

Kingston, who was a vice presi- 
dent of the American Car and 
Foundry Co., contended that he 
had agreed with Woodin, Weed and 
the syndicate to take over the as- 
sets of the concern from the trus- 
tee in bankruptcy, together with 


|} some assets owned by a manufac- 


turer, repay the syndicate and then 
carry out some plan of reorganiza- 
tion to split the net profits equally 
between Kingston, Woodin and 
Weed. 

In 1922 the trustee sold the as- 
sets, and title was temporarily tak- 
en by a corporation known as the 
Carter Manufacturing Co. King- 
ston testified that prior to the pur- 
chase, an agreement had been 
reached whereby American Car and 
Foundry was to take over all the 
assets except trademarks and pat- 
ents, compensate Carter employes, 
and manufacture products under 
an exclusive contract with a new 
corporation organized to hold the 
trademarks and patents, sell the 
préducts and provide engineering 
and service. The new concern’s 
common stock, Kingston testified, 
was to be divided equaily between 
himself, Woodin and Weed, and 
$80,000 callable preférred stock was 
to compensate the syndicate. 

Kingston related that patents 
and trademarks were conveyed to 
Weed, who conveyed them to a 
New York law firm, general coun- 


‘sel for the car company, to facili- 


tate transfer to the new corpora- 
tion when formed. Later, he said, 
American Car & Foundry began 
manufacture of the carburetors, 
but no new corporation was formed 
until May, 1925. 

American Car Got Stock. 

In violation of the agreement 
with him, he declared, ali the stock 
of the new corporation was issued 
to American Car & Foundry with 
the exception of 800 shares of “B” 
preferred with no par vaiue but a 
redemption value of $100 a share, 
which was issued to the syndicate. 

The Court commented that the 
two agreements conteniplated ob- 
taining of the assets of a bankrupt 
“at a small fraction of their value 
for the benefit of the plaintiff, his 
associates and certain of its select- 
ed creditors, to the exclusion of 
other creditors,”

WASHINGTON. — Years rest 
lightly on Senator Reed Smoot, 
who, Jan. 10, reaches the Biblical 
span of three score and ten. 

Hard work, now as in his youth, 
is his key to success, and his recipe 
for living is in the tenets of the 
Mormon church. 

His virility—a sort of wiry, rug- 
ged vigor—belies his years and his 
“deanship’”’ of the Senate through 
unbroken service since March, 1903. 

He is recognized as keeping about 


the longest office hours of any 
member of Congress. 

“I have a right to demand such 
endurance,” he says. “I have lived 
in accordance with the principles 
of right living as taught by my 
religion.”

MIAMI, Fia., Jan. 7.—A cabin 
plane left here this afternoon for 
St. Louis with the body of Dale 
Jackson, champion endurance fly- 
er, who was killed yesterday when 
a wing fell from the light plane 
in which he was stunting over the 
municipal airport. 

Mrs. Sally Jackson, the widow, 
was a passenger in the plane, which 
will stop tonight at Jacksonville. 
Weather permitting, the flight to 


row. <A group of Jackson's asso- 
ciates will meet the plane at St. 
Louis and accompany the body to 
Faribault, Minn., Jackson’s home, 
by rail. The time of the funeral 
has not been set. 

Jackson was entered in an acro- 
batic competition for the Freddie 
Lund Memorial Trophy at the All- 
American Air Races, which ‘open 
today. Freddie Lund, first civilian 
to perform the difficult outside 
loop, who was killed in a minor 
air race at Lexington, Ky., last 


year, was a personal friend of 
“Red” Jackson, and the latter was 
determined to win the trophy. 

Jackson went aloft in a light 
amphibian model to practice for 
the event. While several hundred 
persons inspecting arrangements 
for the opening of the races looked 
on, he rolled and looped the‘ship. 
He had just pulled out of a loop 
when a portion of the ship’s wing 
broke off. Jackson appeared to be 
endeavoring to maneuver the plane. 
Then the remainder of the wing 
was carried away, and the fuselage 
plunged to earth carrying the pilot 
with it. 

The fuselage struck the earth 
about a mile from the airport. Per- 
sons first on the scene reported 
that Jackson's right hand clutched 
the ring of his parachute. Flyers 
expressed the opinion that the 
strain incident to the breaking of 
the wings pinched the narrow fusc- 
lage in such a manner that the 
flyer was unable to leave the cock- 
pit.

O’Connor and who also was sen- 
tenced to 25 years in prison for 
the robbery, has filed a motion for 
a new trial He offered an affi- 
davit from H. 8S. Holmes, witness 
to the robbery who identified Lee, 
which changes the _ testimony. 
Holmes now asserts he believes he 
saw Fred ‘Killer’ Burke and not 
Lee. 

Barkley said he and officers tad 
found no evidence which would 
change their belief that Lee and 
O’Connor were members of the 
robbery gang. 

Barkley said yesterday the bank 
had spent approximately $100,000 
to recover nearly $3,000,000 worth 
of bonds taken in the robbery.

The others were all high officials 
of the body which has charge of 
the disposal of Chicago’s sewage. 

Although~ the hearing before 
three Criminal Court Judges has 
already lasted three weeks, the 
prosecution continues to pile up its 
testimony.

world, and the effect of the pro- 
posed development should be care- 
fully weighed . He did not say he 
opposed construction.of dams, but 
Representative Cochran, St. Louis, 
and the Izaak Walton League have 
opposed them, and other letters of 
protest have been received by the 
commission. 
_, Representative Fulbright, Doni- 
phan, however, and Representative 
Barton, Houston, have urged’ tHe 
proposed development, ' éxpressing 
an opinion .it would not detract 
from the region’s scenery. 

R. W. Street, president of the 
Current River Power Co., told the 
commission yesterday his company 
would. not be interested in two 
dams further upstream if its Har- 


}gus Eddy application were rejected.

People who felt that they had the gift of prophecy 
and could therefore tell when prosperity would re- 
turn have been rendered cautious by the continued 
depression.

Nevertheless, we think that what President Sloan 
of the General Motors Corporation said a few days 
ago is true. He thinks we are just as full of wants as 
we ever were, and that we are just as willing to work 
to satisfy those wants. Of course we are, and that 
is precisely what will in time rally us out of the dol- 
drums. We are far from disagreeing in toto with 
the long view of Oswald Spengler that the machine 
is a Frankenstein which will devour us utiless we can 
devise a better adaptation of it than we seem to be 
capable of just now. Nor do we altogether dis- 
parage the gloom of Sir George Paish, who bemoans 
the widespread incapacity for co-operative remedigl 
actfon at a time when the major cures for a sick 
world are quite obvious to any physician who has a 
pair of horn-rimmed spectacles. 
Still, unless we do not know history, there was 
never a time when the world was not in something 
of a mess. It is a more or less chronic malady with 
this mundane sphere. After all, the Japanese in Man- 
churia are at best weak imitations of Genghis Khan 
in Europe. The ferment in India is not causing the 
British any more misery than the ferment north of 
the Rhine at one time caused the Emperor Augustus. 
That predatory privilege which has us by the wind- 
pipe, and which Congress is so chary of assaulting 
with the income tax or tariff reform, is no worse than 
the feudalism which was blown off the hilltops by 
the discovery of gunpowder.

Speedy development of cheap and medium-priced cars 
removed the auto as a source of discontent, which 
Mr. Wilson feared, and motor travel has made a dis- 
tinct contribution to our age. | 

In Russia, the social effects should be even great- 
er. The release of the peasants from oppression into 
a new life of «evelopment should be accelerated when 
the motor begins to supplant the ox team and the 
droshky, when travel to farther regions becomes pos- 
sible, when good roads are demanded, when the dis- 
tances between isolated villages are diminished. The 
acquisition and upkeep of cars by individuals also 
will be a far cry from theoretically pure Communism, 
and another turn to the capitalist right. Russia, em- 
bracing the motor age, has reached a significant 
milepost. 
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“IRREVOCABLY.” 

The Kansas City Star recently delved down in po- 
litical history to the Democratic convention in St. 
Louis in 1904. A platform had been adopted, a can- 
didate nominated and the tired delegates were aching 
to name the tail of the ticket and go home when— 
Bang!—came the famous “gold telegram” from Judge 
Parker saying: “I regard the gold standard as firmly 
and irrevocably established. .. .” It raised an awful 
row, but finally calm was restored and everybody felt 
in his bones that Judge Parker had merely stated an 
obvious truth. But the gold standard is a long dis- 
tance from Gibraltar now, and at last we get to the 
point, to-wit, of the danger of being cocksure about 
anything in this mutable world. “Irrevocably” is a 
‘fine, fat, well-groomed, important-looking word, but 
it is a word to beware of. It is a word to be used 
on rare occasions such as (1) the day you have accu- 
mulated your first milion, (2) the day you find your- 
self elected President, (3) the day you make your 
first hole in one, (4) or the morning and evening of 
the glorious day you have dated Greta Garbo. 

It is no surprise to us that Mr. Borah proposes to 
cut the salaries of Senators, Representatives, Cabinet 
officers and the Vice President. We have always felt 
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lows the trend of congressional elections in ‘1937 and 
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not admit that the tendency was toward a 
fairly rapid asphyxiation of international 
trade. We lack experience in these mat- 
ters, and it is impossible to say how long 
the process would take. The intangible 
elaments of civ®Mization generally turn out 
to be a good deal tougher than they look. 
And since there is no reason in the nature 
of things why people of different countries 
should not trade with one another, except 
a breakdown of the machinery of payments, 
one may even hope that international trade 
will, in fact, somehow survive even the most 
determined efforts of crazy and frightened 
patriots to put a stop to it. 

Still, it is not exactly a time, one would 
say, for fiddling. And that, with all due 
respect, is what the American Senate seems 
not quite to realize. That we in this coun- 
try better appreciate the truth is, no doubt, 
due not to greater intelligence but to great- 
er concern. At a pinch, America could 
somehow support herself, Dut we could not. 
We must have foreign trade. And so, s0- 
berly speaking, must America and France 
and every other developed country. 

Why is it, then, that both America‘ and 
France put, or seem inclined to put, other 
considerations first? France, we all know, 
would rather have “security” than repara- 
tions, and reparations rather than trade. It 
is an involved obsession and not capable 
of economic treatment. But -one would 
have thought that the economic appeal. 
would be heard in the United States. 

* - 
As a matter of fact, it is heard, so far 
as the Government is concerned. If the 
American Constitution had happened to 
confer upon the President of the United 
States the power, say, of a British Prime 
Minister to control foreign policy, there 
can be no doubt that the world would be 
greatly the gainer. But it has not; in for- 
eign affairs the President can do nothing” 
without the consent of the American Sen- 
ate—a fact which no amount of experience 
seems capable of driving into the con-. 
sciousness of the average European. And 
the American Senate is still under the sway 
of certain Stone Age conceptions about the 
desirability of letting other nations go to 
the devil in their own way. The isolation- 
ists are still powerful in the American Sen- 
ate. 
President Hoover’s proposal the other 
day ™ re-establish the War Debt Commis- 
sion, presumably with powers to reconsider 
the various debt funding arrangements, is 
now most unlikely to have an easy pass- 
age. Mr. Mellony the Secretary of the 
American Treasury, spoke with: the great- 
est generosity and understanding about the 
British war debt.

It is easy for an Englishman to be wise 
about these things, because as a nation we 
should lose nothing by a general cancella- 
tion of debts, and as traders we shouid 
greatly gain. But France would, directly, 
lose and America would lose very heavily. 
And neither country feels that it can af- 
ford to be generous. The United States 
has a budget deficit beyond anything ever 
dreamed of in this country, and) so far as 
can be ascertained, much more severe un- 
employment. 

The matter is urgent, among other rea- 
sons, because there is less than two months 
in which to patch up a renewal of the 
agreement by which foreign bankers un- 
dertook not to press their financial claims 
on German banks—claims which largely 
arose out of the financing of German trade. 
In the ordinary way, there would be no 
reason for pressing these claims. But cred- 
it éannot be extended to Germany, nor can 
her foreign-financed trade continue, if she 
is clearly to be driven to almost immediate 
default on reparation account. 

And if, as the French say, and even Pres- 
ident Hoover once admitted, reparations and 
war debts are’ connected, then the nego- 
tiations which are now going on for the re- 
newal of credits to Germany depend in 
large part upon the attitude of the Amer- 
ican Senate toward President Hoover's pro- 
posal to reopen the question of war debts. 
The whole problem is so closely interwoven 
that, as becomes clearer every day, no half- 
hearted or isolated action can succeed, 
There was a time when reparations could 
be usefully considered by themselves, and 
so could war debts and tariffs. But that is 
no longer the case. Perhaps, even, as the 
Americans say. we Ought to include dis- 
armament in the discussions. 

The misfortune is that the problem of 
international economic stability has now 
become almost unmanageable, apart from 
all else, through its very size. It needs 
handling in a big way by big men. But 
where are the big men? ;

German Referee Is Praised. 


George Allison, writing in the 
London Daily Express, has high 
praise for a German referce, who 
handled the match between En- 
gland and Spain at Wembley Sta- 
dium, He writes as follows:

I thought the referee, a German, 
Dr. P. J. Bauwen, ideal in many 
respects.

New York racing dates again call 
for the customary mid-April open- 
ing at Jamaica, with a full sched- 
ule at the five tracks, closing at 
Empire City, Oct. 29. The four 
Maryland tracks have scheduled 81 
days of the thoroughbred sport, 
opening at Bowie April 1 and clos- 
ing at the same- course Nov. 26. 

Churchill Downs, which can- 
celed its 1931 fall meeting, will hold 
its spring session from April 30 to 
May 21, featuring the Kentuck 
Derby on the early date of May 
Lexington, which also failed to 
open its gates last fall, and La- 
tonia are expected to be allotted 
dates at the next meeting oY the 
Kentucky Racing Commission. 

The Chicago tracks have not an- 
nounced their dates, but the three 
major tracks—Arlington Park, 
Hawthorne and Lincoln Fields— 
are said to have prospered last year 
and will not shorten their sched- 
ules, 

Aurora probably will not open, 
but Fairmount, at Collinsville, near 
St. Louis, is considering two meet- 
ings. Heavy State taxes limited the 
track to only one meeting last year. 

Gate Receipts Fall 20 Per Cent. 

The gross gate receipts at the 
New York tracks was 20 per cent 
less than 1930, aceording to official 
figures released by the New York 
State Racing Commission. Over a 
stretch of 171 days, the five tracks 
took in $2,257,731.30. 

Belmont Park, with an unusually 
large overhead, took in only $643,- 
994.50 at its two meetings, which 
ran for 38 days. Saratoga had the 
lightest gate receip with only 
$339,985. Empire Cify also showed 
a decline but probably made the 
most money, due to its small over- 
head and less attractive purses. 

Saratoga and Belmont Park have 
been losing money for years but 
the deficit is made up out of the 
pockets of the members of the two 
associations, Despite a heavier 
loss than usual, neither track will 
cut its purses this year, while Sara- 
toga will run five full weeks in- 
stead of the customary four. 

No A. T. A. Figures Available. 
Although the American Turf As- 
sociation, which controls racing in 
Kentucky, has consistently refused 
to give out any financial _ state- 
ments ~r attendance figures, con- 
servative estimates are the year 
1931 was the leanest in Kentucky 
since the World War. Churchill 
Downs probably was the only track 
to make money, the Derby alone 
being sufficient to keep the Louis- 
ville course out of the red. 

Lexington enjoyed bigger crowds 
than 1930 at its spring meeting but 
the betting was understood to be 
extremely light. A reported unof- 
ficial los of $30,000 to $40,000 has 
said to have resulted from the can- 
celing of the fall meet. The de- 
crease in patronage at Latonia’s 
fall meeting, marred by bad 
weather, was- variously estimated 
at from 12 to 20 per cent.
